gether by their Deputics to make theirs ready,and

ſame marrer to conferre with them diuerſe times; 
and hauing furtherperuſed'the ſaid former Edicts 
_—_ ) haue thought it meetro frame a gene- 
rall, plaine, vprighror indifferent and abſolute law 
concerning the whole marter!, in'the behalte of all 
our ſubies , that by it they may beruled in ſuch 
controuerſies, as heretofore haue riſen amongſt 
them hereby,or which hercafter might riſe amogft 
them;andwhereby bath che one and the- other may 
find matter to content theſelueswithall, as far ford, 
as the time (conſideredas it is) will beare. And this 
our reſolution and mature deliberation,we haue vn- 
dertakennothing at all in reſpect ofour ſelfe, but in 
onely of the zeale which we hane forto ſee 
God ſerued:and that it mayfrom henceforth make, 
procure,andeſtabliſh amongſt our ſubieQs aſound 
and laſting peace, Forthe which we beſeech and 
Rill waire vpon his divine Maieſtic, crauingandex- 
png thelike proteQion and fauour, which he 

th' continually in moſt cleare and manifeſt forr

vouchſafed this Realine' ;ftom'ſince the time icfirſt; 
was,and throughoacall tharlotigtract of time-rhat:

Maicſtie to ſhew our ſubiets ſuch fauor an 
as that theyimay lcarneto vnderſtid,that in the ob 
ſeruing ot this/our ordinance, confiſteth ( inci 
chatwhichthey oweto Godand troys)thepri 
foundation of their vnitie and concord, tr 
and reſt, and ofthe. entire reeſtabliſhing we [5 
ſtare in his formee loxie, wealth, and mightineſſe.

with the reproch of ahierhing that is paſt,vpon anic 
cauſe, pretext,or colour whatſqeuer , in diſputati- 
ons, proteſtations, orany maner'of quarels, neither 
yetto miſcall or offend by wordone another,abour 
anie word or deed before paſt: but to containe the. 
ſelues and to liuc WA 1: together as brethren, 
friends,andfe)low citizens,vpon paine for offending 
herein, to be puniſhed as breakers of thepeace, and 
diſturbers of the publike quietneſle, 
I1T.- 

Ve ordaine,that the Catholike, Apoſtolike,R-0 
mane Religion' ſhall be reſtored and eſtabliſhed 
againe inall the places of this our Realme & coun- 
cries vader our ivriſdiction where the exerciſe of the 
ſame hath bene negle&ed, there tobe freely and 
peacebly exerciſed without any maner of moleſta- 
rion or impeachment, Forbidding moſt expreſly all 
maner of perſons of whateſtatequality, or codition 
ſoeuer they be, vponthe penaltie aboue named, to 
trouble, moleſt, or diſquiet the Prieſts in the cele- 
bration of rhe diuine ſeruice, or of the emioying and 
reaping ot their tenths, fruits,and reuenues of their 
benefices,and all other rights anddutics belonging 
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vnto them: and that all thoſe which inthe time of 
the troubles haue bene taken away, as Churches, 
houſes, goods,or revenues, belonging to the ſaid Ec- 
cleſiaſtical] perſons, andthar thoſe which do with- 
hold andoccupie| theſame, do ſurrender the whole 
poſſeſſion and peaccabletruicion inſuch rights, li- 
bertics, and aflurancesas they had them betore thar 
they were diſſeized of the ſame. In moſt plaine 
tearmes alſo forbidding thoſe of the ſaid preten- 
dedreformed Religion, to make any Sermons,or 0- 
ther exerciſe of their ſaidReligion in the Churches, 
houſes, and habitations of the ſaid Eccleſiaſtical! 
perſons, |

Ic ſhall be in thechoyceof theſayd Eccleſiaſtical 
perſons, to buythehoyſes and buildingserected in 
placesprophaned by them which occupied them 
during the time of the troubles,or elſe to conſtraine 
thepoſleſſers & owners of the ſaid buildings to buy 
the grounds,& in both-caſeseſtimarjontobe made 
by ſuch as are wiſe and skilfull therin:in fuch fort, as 
thatthe parties may agreeand conclude together: 
&ifthey cannot be brought to agreement amongſt 
themſclues, then the Iudges of thoſe places ſhal de- 
termine the whole mattex;, the owners their aide: 
and helpe alwayes rcferued vntathem , againſt ſuch 
as it may concerne or belong vato. Andin: caſe 
where the ſaid|Fccleliaſticall perſons ſhall com- 
pell choſe in poſſefſion:to buy the ground,, they (the 
ſaid Eccleliaſlicall perſons) ſhall; not'receine the

froma Iuſtice, and warrant for that which he ſhall

Andyet notwithſtanding the grounds and places 
—_ and imploied about the repairing and 
fortifying of the rownes and other places of our 
Realme , as alſo the matter imploied that way,ſhall 
not be to be chalenged or redemanded by ſuch Ec- 
clefiaſticall perſons, orelſe any other either pub. 
lique or priuate, except at ſuch times as the ſayd re- 

arations and fortifications ſhall be pulled downe

And to the endthat there maynot be left any oc- 
caſion of iarre or trouble amongſt our ſubie&ts , we 
haue permittedand doe Re thoſe of the ſayd 
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pretended reformed religion,toliue anddwell in all 
the townes andplaces of this our Realme,and coun- 
tries vnder our turiſdiftio, without ay maner of ex- 
amination,vexatio,moleſtarion,or copullion to the 
doing of any thing inthe matter of religion;cotrary 
to their conſcience, & not to be ſearchedor raſackr, 
inthe houſes and places where they mind to abide 
and dwell, ſo that they carrie themſelues in all other 
their demeanour according, to that which is con- 
tained in this our preſent Edict,

We haue likewiſelicenſedal Lords, Gentlemen, 
and other perfons alwel inhabiring this our Realme 
as others making profeſſion of the ſayd pretended 
reforined Religion having in our kingdome and 
countries vnder our'tariſdiction , the priyeledge of 
a Luſtice of life and death; or a fee inKnightsſeruice 
(as in Normandy) whether he hold it as proprietarie 
thereumto, or as one hauing rightand intereſt vnto 
the reuenewes ofthe ſame, inthe whole, or tn the 
halfe, or by the thirds, to haue inſuch their houſes 
of Iuſtice of life and death, or in their feeof Knights 
ſeruice ( which yetthey ſhall giue the names & no- 
tice of ynto our Bailifes & Licurenants,ctery one ih 
his place of their principalldwellinghoule ) theex- 
erciſc of the ſaydReligio,bath whiles they arethere 
reſident thenſelues,as allotheir wines orfamilyor 
any part thereof when they arc abſent. And incaſe 
the title of this theirtenure bearingrolit as Iudges 
vpon lite anddeath., or thetitle of a whole Knights 
fe, becalledin queſtion,and ſtand in controuerſie 
in

inthe law, notwithſtanding the exercilc ofthe ſayd 
Religion may be there kept; prouided that the par- 
tiesaforeſayd be actually poſleſſed of the ſaid houle, 
bearing fuch commiſſion of fitting as Iudge in mat- 
tersof life and death, although our Atturney gene- 
rall be-a partytherein . VVe re allo permit and 
allow them,to haue the ſayd exerciſe in their other 
houſespriuiledged with the authority of fitting as 
Iudgein matters of life & death, or being a Knights 
fec , forthe time they ſhall be reſident thereupon 
themſelues, and not otherwife: and all this to be vn- 
derſtood & conſtrued inthe behalfe ofthemſelues,

In the houſes of thoſe which haue a fee, where 
they of the ſayd Religion haue not the priuiledge of 
high Luſtice,or of a Knights fee, they may nothave 
the ſaydexerciſc but for themſelues onely and their 
family.

rac and Flex : without any impeachment vnto the 
ſaideſtabliſhment in theplaces of Demaine,granted

Furthermore in eucry of the auncient Bayli- 
wikes,Licutenantſhips,and gouernements ſtanding 
in ſteadofa bayliwike , & being to haue chiefe and 
principall places in the Courrs of Parhament, we 
ordaine,that in the Suburbes ofſome one Towne 
beſides thoſe which haue bene granted vnto them

in which we ſhall lodge inour owne proper perſon,

Following the ſecond Article ofthe c6ference of 
Nerac we permitthem of the faid Religion,to build 
places for the exerciſe ofthe ſame, in the Cities and 
places where liberty and licenſe is graunted vnto 
them forthe ſame : and further,ſuch places as rhey 
haue heretofore to that ende builded,ſhall be reſto- 
redvnro them,or clſe the grounds whereupon they 
ſtood, in ſuch ſtate as itnow ſtandeth: Yeathoug 
they be in ſuch placey as oy may not be ſuffered 
to vſe theexercife of their Religion except they be 
tranſlated and changed into the nature of other 
buildings.In which caſe the poſleſſors of the ſayd 
buildings, ſhall giue vato them roomes and places 
of the ſame price and value that they were ofbeſzes

We forbidall Preachers, Readers ,and all others 
which vſc to ſpeake inthe places of publike afſem- 
blies, to ve any words,diſcourſes,or argument ten- 
ding to the ſtirring vp of rhe people vnto ſedition :
